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which one human being can o\Ve to 
another. Sotne may falsely reason, 
and say, " Why should we do mbre 
fo* our children, than our parents 
have done for us '*" Let this be a 
sufficient answer: Because' you have 
in your power what your parents 
never had*; therefore are you called 
upon to ktomore for your" children 
than baa been done lor you. Let 
parentstlte*eft>re consider well the 
consequences of neglect in this im- 
portant point of duty ; and thai they 
wMl : n»t only,' at the last day, be 
accountable 1 ' for their' own actions, 
but also- for such crimes as their 
offspring may be guilty of, under 
themfltfence of that ignorance which 
they haiwati win their power to re- 
mttvei 

Parents tailing such pains with 
th&r children, will be well reward- 
ed 'e*eh 1 in tWs life, by observing the 
visiWe imprbTement they wiH soon 
discover; as children managed* in 
this- way wflft speedily show an evi- 
dent sufteirldrHy'' over those whose 
instruction hai been neglected. 

It h resdlVe^," that no books shall 
be pot into tlVeW hands but such as 
wrll tend 'towards improving their 
ui rndsi arid strengthening • t heir u ri- 
derstandingS V.-all such as would be 
likely to mislead or misdirect the 1 
mind, shall be rejected; arid' No- 
thing but such as may give them 
proper tiews'of 'life and things, shall 
ever find its way into the Library. 
AH that is required, therefore, is a 
strict adherence on the pan of their 
parents: to the' hints here, thrown 
out, add to 1 the rules 'arid regula- 
tions' annexed, to produce a degree 
of improvetni/nt in their children, 
as satisfactory to them, as honour- 
able to the Laricasterian Institu- 
tion. 

A few books have been already 
purchased, but it has' not been 
thought right to lend any, till the 



collection shall be larger, and the 
Roles' and Regulations generally 
known. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE 
BELFAST LANCASTRIAN JUVENILE 
LIBRARY. 

Commenced 22tf November, J 813. 

I. All the children, male and 
female, whose ; parents are inclined 
that they should becooie members 
of the BelrWst LaiVca'sierian Juvenile 
Librafyi shall pay into the hands of 
the' Teacher one halfpenny per week,, 
which shall be laid out in the pur- 
chase of books, suitable to the age 
and condition of the children; the 
subscription so he collected every 
Monday. 

II. That the; books shall be lent 
to the subscriber^ for such length of 
time as may be proportionate to the 
size bf the hodk, and the capacity of 
the children! 

III. That all books' lent shall be re- 
turned on the day appointed for that 
purpose, under a penality of one 
penny for each day it shall be de- 
tained longer. 

IV. That alV.bdoks shall be return- 
ed'.free from damage, and if njure 
than necessarily, dirty or abused, a 
fine shall be levied in proportion to 
the damage, or ,a#u$e the book may 
have, sustained^' 

V. That any book lost by a sub- 
scrlbershairbe'niifd'for; biit if it be 
inconvenient to pay 'thf whole price 
at once, an additional' weekly sub- 
scription v^ffl be; taken, in propor- 
tion to the' ability of the parents. , 

VI. Any* subscriber refusing or 
neglecting to pfy for lost books/shall 
forfeit all interest in the Library. 

YII." That all subscribers, who may 
leave 'school ' after finishing their 
education; or where it evidently 
appears, thai s liiej r 'Feave it from ne- 
cessity, shall he continued members, 
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and entitled to at) tie benefits of the 
Library, on continuing .to pay thejr 
subscription, and otherwise adhering 
fo ibe rules; but if it appear that 
they are unnecessarily taken away, 
they shall forfeit all right, title, and 
interest to, and in the Library, 
Without any remuneration whatever. 

VIII. That any subscriber leaving 
the town shall have a right to trans- 
fer bis or her property in the Library, 
to any person who (nay be a scholar 
in the school, for such valuable con- 
sideration as may he agreed . upon 
by the parties themselves. 

JX. That alt' new scholars who 
wbh to become subscribers, or such 
as have not been original members, 
•haH pay one penny per week, un- 
til tjhey be on an equal looting with 
the original subscribers, and after 
\bat to • pay only one halfpenny per 

X. That all books shall be lent 
and returned on Saturdays. 

XI. Any subscriber being more 
than four weeks in arrear, without 
sufficient cause being assigned, shall 
forfeit ail Tight, title, arid interest 
in the Library. 

XII. That the Library shall he 
the property of the subscribers, hut 
under the eonironl and management 
•f the Committee and Teachers of 
the Belfast Luncasverian Daily School.

U»i>sa the impression, that wave 
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juvenije libraries $o be rnstitu^ed 
and attached to the several senti- 
naries for the education of. the 
.poor in this country, they would ijfe 
eminently conducive towards carry- 
ing into full ejffect the grai^d object 
which the society for promoting' the 
education of the poor of Ireland h*v« 
in view, I have taken the liberty of 
forwarding to you the plan of one 
which has been attached to the Lan- 
castrian Institution in this town, to 
he laid before the society, in order 
that if it is approved of by them, it 
may be recommended to the other 
institutions, of the same nature 
throughout the country. 

To merely capacitate -the children 
<>f the poor to read, is -stopping lar 
short of enabling tberu to derive all 
the advantages which flow from 
education. If they are not after- 
wards supplied with books, th*sir 
being able to rgad antst be entirely 
nugatory, and they might as well 
harve been left m thpir original dark- 
ness, from the extravagant sprite 
of books. qf almost' all descriptions, 
it is not possible for theni to have 
access to them. But by the means 
pointed out in .this plan, a quantity 
of books suitable for persons in thejr 
station, may he procured, to Which 
they can have access, aad by which 
they can be improved as much as if 
the whole wove vested in each of 
them individually. lu fact, lending 
them book* is a greater inducement 
for them >o jr-ead, thati,bestow«Bg on 
tbem the efldrf property. For if. a 
hook be lent, and is to be returned 
on a certain day, the probability is, 
that .the i book will be read within 
the Unite, Jfcrt if given entirely, the 
reading <*f it trjaybe deferred until m 
n»pre eohveniejat opportunity, which 
opportunity may Hot soon arrive, as 
we are all r#ady enough to postpone 
doitog what we know we can do a* 
any Mm«.
